Supreme Court Will Hear Internees': Claims 


WASHINGTON，DC - Forty- 
two years after the US Supreme 
Court upheld the mass: impris- 
onment of the Japanese Ameri- 
cans during World War II，the 
justices agreed Nov. 17 to 
decide whether victims of that 
episode may sue the government 
for billions of dollars in 1lost 
Droperty. 

The court agreed to study a 
人 eagan administration attempt 
to Kill a lawsuit stemming from 
the government's _ decision dur- 
ing World War II to uproot 
120,000 US citizens and FTresi- 
dent aliens and intern them in 
camps. 

Japanese American 
were angered by the decision 
because the court took no 
action on a pending appeal to 
consider the broader issue of 
whether detainees should 
Tecelive monetary damages for 
Violation of their civil rights.

CLASS ACTION 


In January，the US Court of 
Appeals for the District sof 
Columbia reinstated a class- 
action Suit by 19 Japanese 
Americans，including four from 
San Jose，who seek money dam- 
ages in the mass internment. 

The .19 are Prison camp Sur- 
vivors and descendants of those 
interned after the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor in 1941. 
After the _ attack，the federal 
government forcibly removed 
from their homes citizens and 
reslident aliens living in Cali- 
fornia and parts of Arizona， 
Oregon and Washington. Many 
were ln the Telocation camps 
for as long as four yearsS. 

Atrial judge had ruled in 
1984 .that a Six-year' Statute of 
limitations applied，thus barring 


the Sulit， But the appeals court 
Said the deadline period for 
filing claims did not begin 
until 1980，when a congressio- 
nal report concluded the deten- 
tion of Japanese Americans was 
based "on their ethnic :origins 
alone,” rather than military 
necessity.

The case was only partially 
reinstated by the appeals court， 
which dismissed claims seeking 
monetary damages for alleged 
constitutional violations and 
Seeking to have the government 
admit it falsely declared the 
internment a "military neces- 
Slty.

Groups Sueto Bar INS From Illegal Deportations

SACRAMENTO  - 
rights organizations filed a 
federal class action 1lawsuit 
Nov. 12 to prevent the Immi- 
gration and Naturalization 
Service from deporting illegal 
aliens eligible for amnesty. 

Under new immigration 
reform law，the INS is tempo- 
rarily barred from deporting 
alliens eligible to apply for 
legal temporary resident Status. 
Though aliens cannot actually 
apply until May，1987，the 1law 
protects them during the next 
Six Ionths while the govern- 
ment-” develops a program to 
educate affected groups about 
the new 1aw. 


Immigrant 


Groups filing the suit claim 
the INS is still deporting 
thousands of people daily. 

INS policy makes appre- 
hended aliens responsible for 
demonstrating eligibility，how- 
ever，and does not require INS 
agents to educate individuals 
about their rights，INS spokes- 
man Duke Austin told the Z4 
777117C3， 

TIo be eligible for amnesty， 
aliens must prove they have 
lived in the US continuously 


and illegally since Jan. 1982，or 
that they performed at least 90 
days of agricultural work in 
each 12-month period between 
May 1983 and May 1986，or 
that they worked 90 days in 
agriculture between May 1985 
and May 1986 (E/W 11/13/86). 
Aliens may have difficulty 
producing Such proof，however. 

The suit also asks that people 
expelled lllegally Since Nov， 6 
be permitted to return to the 
Us and apply for amnesty. 

Chief US District Judge 
Larry 和 arlton heard the suit 
Nov. 14，but continued the 
hearing _ until Nov， 19. He had 
not decided the matter by press 
deadline. 

Just before the preliminary 
hearing，the INS sent a direc- 
tive to its agents explaining the 
law and describing who is eli- 
gible for amnesty，according to 
Dolores Castillo，director of the 
immigration department of 
Catholic Social Services，one of 
the plaintiffs in the Suit. 

People apprehended "in the 
interior" of the US have the 


right to apply for amnesty，bnut 
at border operations "it will be 
business as usual" Castillo 
quoted from the directive; 


which She described as rather 


Vague. 
"People caught near the bor- 
der may not get the same 


rights，even if they are eligiblen 
for amnesty，She said. 

The law is also unclear abonut 
whether aliens who voluntarily 
agreed to _ leave the country 
before the law took effect may 
apply for amnesty， Castillo 
added. TIhe suit seeks to clarify 
their rights as well.

TAIPEI，Taiwan - At least 14 
people died in a three-story 
building that collapsed when 
two earthquakes struck here 
Nov. 13. 

A fisherman whose boat cap- 
Sized was the only other victim 
listed in early reports.

0.8 on the Richter Scale. 

Theyeastceoast OfaRiWSmas 
where the quake occurred 26 
miles offshore and 6.4 miles 
underwater， is the Scene of 
frequent earthquakes. Ihe 
last one occurred Six months 
ag0. ITIhe worst one in the past 
40 yeais struck in Jan. 1964 
and killed 106 people.

Under the new policy，aca- 
demic excellence is the primary 
admission criteria， but "docu- 
mented perseverance in activi- 
ties outside the classroom"” and 
"the quality of writing in 
personal statements"” are also 
Important. 

Thlis policy could be detri- 
mental to Asian students who 
have concentrated their energies 
on academic work. Asian stu- 
dents often recelve better 
grades than their Caucasian 
counterparts，but have 3a cul- 
tural tendency to view extra-

SHANGHAI - Chinese offi- 
cials in this industrial city 
presented San Francisco Mayor 
Dianne Feinstein with new 
incentives for foreign invest- 
ment in China during her brief 
Stay 0OVeI the weekend. 

A new law passed by San 
Franclisco"s Sister city Nov. 1 is 
designed to _ answer complaints 
made by foreign businesses 
operating in China， The provi- 
Sions lnclude a guarantee that 
all foreign_ investment proposals 
will be accepted or rejected 
within 30 days of receipt. 

The law，which expands a 
Slimilar decree isstued earlier 1ast 
month by Beijing，establishes 
agencies to help foreign compa- 
nieSs ITrepatriate profits and 
obtain raw materials. 

FEor the first time Since 1949， 
the law gives _ companies the 
rilght to hire and fire Chinese 


employees at will，and gives 
foreign export companies 
priority in obtaining public 


utilities，including water，8gasS， 
electrliclty， transportation and 


Lere. 


telecommunications. 

Finally，it cuts or eliminates 
Some taxes and exempts forelgn 
companies from paying housing 
Subsidies to _ the state，instead 
of allowing them to set up 
funds to improve housing for 
their Chinese workers. 

To date， US firms have 
invested $1.4 billion in China， 
according to the US Embassy in 
Beijing. 

Ironically， Feinstein'"s 16-day 
trip to the Far East is a foray 
to Seek Aslian investment in the 


Bay Area. 
During her Stay in OSsaka， 
Japanese offlicials agreed to 


open an OSsaka liaison office in 
SFE and are discussing locating 
a factory to assemble videocas- 
sette recorders in SE.

Wave of Immigrants, Experts Warn 


SAN FRANCISCO - Califor- 
nia"Ss public schools are headed 
for a severe crisis in the face 
of a rapidly increasing number 
of immigrants in the student 
population and a growing scar- 


city of qualified teachers. 
TIhat was the conclusion of 
educators at a Nov. 13 hearing 


called by _ California Tomorrow， 
a nonprofit group which is 
Studying the _ effects of the 
State's changing demographics. 

California Tomorrow invited 
teachers and school administra- 
tors from all over the Bay 
Area to testify at the hearing， 
as part of a statewide effort to 
collect data. 

In 1980，immigrants made up 

one-third of all students in 
California public schools. By 
the year 2000，they will consti- 
tute one-half， according to 
projections. Asians and Latinos 
are the fastest-growing groups. 
， "IThere is no Systematic effort 
underway to train educators in 
public schools and in college to 
adequately prepare and provide 
for this changing population," 
said Olivia Martinez，principal 
of Luther Burbank Middle 
School.

However conditions for Chinese newspapers were favorable only in Hawall 
since there were already more than 15,000 Chinese in the islands and more than 
5.000 in Honolulu by the mid-1880s. Honolulu, therefore, quickly became a 
second center of Chinese journalism. 


Onthe East Coast the NewyYork Chinese population was less than 1,000 in 1880， 
with most ofthem laundrymen living in scattered locations. By 1890, had only 
increased to 3.000, while in Massachusetts and Illinois the Chinese populations 
were even less, at about 1,000 each. Despite zealous efforts, Chinese journalism 
did not take permanent roots in these areas. 


The political environment in North America and Hawaii allowed the press relative 
freedom to express a diversity of views. Howeven Chinese newspapers during 
the 19th century were not strongly political. This situation began changing in the 
1880s whenthe Chinese community in America was beset on all sides by the 
antiChinese movement Chinese labor was banned from the US in 1882. Soon 
afterward both Canada and the Hawaiian Kingdom also restricted theirimmigra- 
tion Violence against Chinese flared up in many parts of the West， ASsmall 
middle class influenced by Western republican ideology began to emerge in the 
community They looked toward the building of a strong China and establish- 
ment of a governmentthat could both act on their behalf and protect their 
interests in North Americat.

ation ,later known as the Chinese Constitutionalist Party (CCP), to voice Support 
forthe imprisoned young emperor and to work toward a constitutional govern- 
mentin China. .The overwhelming majority of the Chinese abroad were Sympa- 
thetic with Kang's ideals, and chapters of the association Spread rapldly. The 
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Reform Association thus became the first modern Chinese political party in 
Northn America. 


The Reform Party recognized the importance of the press to advance its cause， 
After establishing a party chapter in San Francisco in 1899 Reform Party mem- 
bers converted the Mon Hipng Bo weekly founded in 1892, to a party organ. In 
1899 the name was changed to Chinese Worla. The newspaper soon began 
daily publication and it remained a major voice in the San Francisco Chinese 
community forthe next 70 years. Party organs were also started in Honolulu 
(1900), Vancouver (1903), and New York City (1904) to serve as part of the first 
political Chinese newspaper network. It was during this period that Vancouver 
and New York City joined San Francisco to become the third and fourth centers 
of Chinese journalism in the western hemisphere. 


The reformers feverish activities stimulated members ofthe Chee Kung Tong 
(CKT also known as the Triad Society or Chinese Freemasons a farflung South 
China Secret society dedicated to overthrowing the Manchu Dynasty and restor- 
Ing Han-Chinese rule to China) to establish newspapers in San Francisco 
(1903), Vancouver (1907), Honolulu (1912), and eventually in New York City (1913) 
and Toronto (1927)， 


By the 1900s, the Sun Yat-sen-led 
Revolutionary Party which also advo- 
cated the overthrow of the Manchu 
emperonr began to compete earnestly 
with the CCPforthe support of over- 
Seas Chinese. Like the CCP and the 
CKT the Revolutionary Party and its 
SuUCCeSssors, the Chinese Nationalist 
Party orKuomintang (KMT) under- 
Stood the importance of political 
propaganda. In 1903, party adherents 
began using Honolulus Hawajian 
Chinese Newsio advance their 
cause. Later when the publishers 
Showed alack of enthusiasm, the 
revolutionaries established their own 
organ Chee You Sun Po (Liberty 
News). 


Onthemainland, revolutionaries 
established a San Francisco weekly， 
7The youth, in 1909. In 1910 itchanged 
to daily publication as Young China. 
In subsequent years, the Revolution- 
ary Party and its Successor the 
Kuomintang, established the largest 
party newSspaper network in North 
America with additional organs in 
Victoria, BC (1905) NewyYork City 
(1915), Toronto (1916), Vancouver 
(1921) and Seattle (1921 )， 


The early 1900s thus ushered in a new phase of Chinese journalism with China 
politics dominating the press. Chinese communities in the USs and Canada 
became political arenas with the reformers on one side and the revolutionaries 
and their sympathizers on the other lt was not unusual for newspapers of differ- 
ing ideologies to engage each other in editorial wars of words Sometimes these 
extended for months and were spiced with frequent use of vitriolic prose. 


Afterthe 1911 Revolution, the political struggle continued with the main protago- 
nists being the KMT and the CCP. However the latter was now joined by the 
CKT the revolutinaries'former ally who had broken with Sun Yat-sen after 
establishment of the Republic. After the Kuomintang established the Nanking 
government in 1927, however popular support for its two major rivals declined. 
The readership oftheir newspapers dwindled and one by one they closed their 
doors. For atime the CCPS Thne Chinese World of San Francisco, underthe 
dynamic leadership of Dai Ming Lee， enjoyed a brief renaissance after World 
War 中 However after a financially disastrous move to establish a New York 
edition in 1957 and Lee's subsequent death in 1961, the paper went downhill and 
in 1969 ceased publication. By 1978 the remaining CCP organ, the New Chnina 
Press of Honolulu, also closed its doors. A similar fate befellCKT newspapers in 
various cities. By 1980 the only Che Kung Tong voice was Vancouvers Chinese 
T1rmes. 


As forthe KMT an internal struggle broke out in the party after its ascent to 
powerin China in 1927. The KMT purged communists from party ranks.The left” 
and -right factions of the party established rival regimes in Hankow and Nan- 
king, respectively. In overseas Chinese communities this schism manifested 
itself in the establishment of two party headquarters and two rival papers， 
representing a left" and a right" faction. In San Francisco the Kuo Min Jetpo 
(founded in 1927) became the "left" faction rival to the Young China, which 
Supported the Chiang Kai-shek-dominated Nanking government In New YOrk， 
the right" faction started a short-lived rival to the existing Mun Hey Daiy More 
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Successful rival newspapers were established in Honolulu and Vancouver A 
new party organ was established in Chicago. 


This intra-party strife continued untilthe outbreak of the Sino-Japanese Warin 
1937 when all factions presented an outward facade of unity During the war 
the Kuomintang papers enjoyed what was probably the apex of their influence 
on Chinese American public opinion. 


After V-J Day, as corruption and inflation in China became general knowledge 
among the Chinese abroad, there was widespread disenchantment With the 
KMT regime, Soon afterward the KMT was defeated by the Chinese Communists 
in the civil war and retreated to Taiwan. Greater opportunities for Chinese in 
Canadian and American society led to more participation in local and naitional 
politics. Thus, the influence of China politics waned. One by one, the papers 
closed their doors, By the mid-1980s only Honolulus WUnitea Chninese Press 
Torontos Sming Wah and San Franciscos Young China were left Even these 
were just pale shadows of their former selves wth very low circulations 


Onthe otherend of the political spectrum the left-wing press in America dates to 
the beginning of the century with socialist and anarchist publications circulated 
to alimited circle. it was only after the communists and their sympathizers were 
expelled from the Kuomintang after 1927 thatthe Marxist left established San 
Franciscos Chinese Vanguara. This newspaper Subsedquently moved to Phila- 
delphia, settled down in New York City in 1930, and published as a Weekly until 
1938. 


In 1940, supporters of the left buttressed by the powerful NewyYork Chinese 
Hand Laundry Alliance, establisned theirfirst daily paper in New York City the 
China Dailjy News. This newspaper supported the communistled revolution in 
China, and in the 1940s enjoyed a wide circulation. However during and after 
the Korean War it was harassed by the US government and by hoodlums hired 
by the Kuomintang. In 1955 its publisher Eugene Moy, was convicted for alleged 
violation of the Trading with the Enemy Act. The atmosphere of fear generated by 
the anti-Communist hysteria of the McCarthy era caused a precipitous drop in 
the newspapers circulation ;itbecame a Semi-weekly publication in 1963. 
However in 1977, when US-China relations improved ,the Paper resumed daily 
publication.

EDITORIAL 


Shakeout in Chinese-Language Press? 


While most major American cities were having great difficulty sustaining two or more daily 
newSspapers in Tecent decades because of stiff competition and the high cost of maintaining high 
quality journalism，the relatively Small Chinese American population in these same _ cities was 
bombarded by an Unprecedented deluge of Chinese-language dailies in the early 1980s. Aided 
undoubtedly by the massive influx of Chinese immigrants from East and Southeast Asia，advanced 
printing technology，telecommunications and infusion of foreign (mostly Taiwan) government 
capital，major American cities with substantial Chinese populations，such as San Francisco，New 
York and Los Angeles，saw a rapid proliferation of Chinese-language dailies of everIy conceivable 
type and political persuasion. For example，the Chinese community in San Francisco Supports more 
than 3a dozen Such dailies，several weeklies and dozens of monthly magazines，most of which 
originate in Hong Kong and Taiwan， The recent growth of the Chinese-language press is remini- 
Scent of the sudden rise of Chinese newspapers in various Chinatowns during the first decade of 
the 20th century when contending political exiles from China_ established overseas bases among the 
disenfranchized and patriotic Chinese population in the US. 

However，it now appears the skyrocketing growth in the first half of the 1980s has ebbed and a 
Shakeout is under way. Many of the local，weaker，thus，less competltive newspapers (meaning，those 
without a network of national editorial and business staff) will fall by the wavyside while the 
Stronger，heavily subsidized ones will expand both their national Coverage and market domination， 
Under such circumstances，even statunch loyalty to a foreign regime Will not guarantee financial 
Security - a prerequisite for Survival in this cut-throat business， 

Earlier this year， 尼 asL]AVeSyt reported the demise of the 万 z 太 9e11I11-eekD and the near 
extinction of the young China daily，which was given 3a new lease on life with a generous 
life-sSupport System from Taiwan. However，even this venerable institution founded by none other 
than 天 MT founding father，Dr. Sun Yat-sen， is going to have trouble justifying its high-cost 
production if it is unable to increase both its circulation and advertising revenue on the one hand 
and to convince its lmited readership that its coverage and editorial stands are Significantly 
different from and Superior to the other more aggresSilve pro-KMT dailies on the other hand. 

The closing of the Sam Francisco _ Journal，well-known for its pro-China editorial policy， is 
perhaps the latest Sign of the shakeout which _ most likely will continue for the remainder of 1980s. 
The paper，under the leadership of Maurice Chuck，served the Chinese-reading public throughonit 
the perlod of US-China detente in 1970s when there was clearly a need in the Chinese community 
for more thorough and sympathetic news coverage of China. In addition，the paper was 8 primary 
resource for news and analysis on China for Bay Area mainstream hews Organizations: 

However，sSince the normalization of US-China relations in 1979， several Chinese-language- dailies 
from Hong Kong，including two prestigious pro-China dailies，7Qa 天 218 and en ii entered the 
small Chinese-reading market via _ satellite transmission and succeeded in capbturing the same 
readership with virtually no overhead and with local editorial and business Staff The publication 
of the North American editions of two Beljing-originated dailies，the Chizza Dali1D] in English and 
People Dai in Chinese，further eroded the market share of China-news for the SF JoxrnaL. 
Furthermore，the paper was unable to provide daily news about Chinese throughout the US - a 
crucial marketing Strategy - and to distribute its paper nationwide as its major competitors have 
been able to do. 

Since most Chinese-language newspapers are highly partisan on the China question，the termina- 
tion of the SP yournal will undoubtedly create an information gap，not So much in news on China 
or Ialiwan，but in reports on Social and political activities of grOoupS Sympathetic to _ China in the 
San Francisco area，Centre Dai News，a_ national newspaper based in New York，will probably 
pick up the slack.， But it is not clear to what extent it will do so _ because of a highly perceptible 
editorial Shift to the right in recent months. The other possibility is a revival of the West Coast 
edition of the CHiaia Dai1 News of New York，which continues to_ have a strong_ following in 
California because of its long history of serving the pro-China faction in the community. 

The national trend of Chinese-language newspapers is therefore decidedly in favor of well- 
financed and nationally distributed dailies with costly，strong Teglional news coverage. This means 
that many of the local newspapers will have problems surviving. Several locally-oriented newspapers 
in New York，San Francisco and Los Angeles are going to find it increasingly difficult to compete 
with .the heavily subsidized national papers on the one hand and the low-cost，satellite-transmitted 
dailies from Asia devoid of 1local or regional news on Chinese America on the other hand. 

In the meantime，news on China and Taiwan will continue to dominate and color the Chinese- 
language media，and the Chinese American community interests and welfare will continue to be 
Overlooked or given lower priority.-.It is doubtful the shakeout will benefit the Chinese American 
community unless there is a fundainental change in the editorial direction of many of these 
nationally distributed newspapers. 
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
